“Wounds received action—none.” 
reads the Honorable Discharge 
which January 1946 separated 
PFC Jose Lino, cannoneer, Light 
Artillery, Ist Filipino Infantry Regi- 
ment, from the Army the United 
States. 

No, Joe was not hit bullets but 
not all the casualties war are caused 
bullets. Look for instance the 
who are suffering from “battle 
fatigue,” phrase which has come 
designate mental crack-up. Joe does not 
belong this category, although his 
case the word “fatigue” fits “t.” 
his was physical fatigue, fatigue 
the point sheer exhaustion. For some 
then unexplainable reason, Joe just 
could not take well the other 
with whom trained and fought 
during his almost four years 
service, which little more than 
and half was spent the Asiatic 
Pacific Theatre Operations. 

That miserable heavy, worn-out feel- 
ing hit Joe not long after began his 
basic training Camp Roberts, 
fornia. One day while mountain climb- 
ing fell out and had carried 
back and during the island campaigns 
Joe was ribbed lot the other 
about his lack energy. One time, while 
patrol duty New Guinea, 
passed completely out the picture. 
was sent back camp jeep and one 
promptly tagged him “The Old 
but nevertheless, “The Old Man” 
would back for more. Joe was there 
daily doing his part, and more, loading 
and firing the big guns, his decora- 
tions and citations attest. 

Joe has been awarded the Philippine 
Liberation Ribbon with 
Star, Good Conduct Medal, American 
Campaign Medal, World War Victory 
Medal. Asiatic Campaign Medal with 
three Bronze Stars for the New Guinea, 
Leyte and South Philippines Campaigns, 
the Philippine Presidential Unit Cita- 
tion Badge and the Bronze Star Medal 
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for “Meritorious Achievement 
Ground Operations.” Joe was the 
thick the South Pacific operations 
except for three weeks when was laid 
with ear infection and high fever 
248 Station Hospital, Oro Bay, New 
Guinea. The Army records refer Joe’s 
illness this time “Pneumonia and 
other allied conditions.” 

was during the New Guinea cam- 
paign, 1944, when crossing the rocks 
the beach that Joe first noticed had 
feeling his left heel, but didn’t 
pay much attention although 
bothered him some. Joe told his bud- 
dies, Felix Ugali Los Angeles, and 
Vincent Fuentes San Francisco, about 
the numbness his heel. They were 
not impressed. More important things 
were happening than GI’s numb heel. 

When Joe was mustered out Camp 
Beale, California, and the other 
got what amounted 
physical examination. “They lined 
up, gave each man quick look and 
nod passed. were not required 
strip.” Joe’s numb heel was bothering 
him but said nothing. The 
prospect civies again was too exciting 
let such seemingly small thing cause 
delay. 

For the next couple months Joe 
just rested. “Until stopped, had not 
realized how tired was and, brother, 
sure put away the sleep.” the spring 
1946 Joe again took his trade 
barbering, trade which had learned 
barber’s college San Francisco 
shortly after his arrival the States 
1929, when was about years old. 
Joe got his barbershop 
section San Francisco frequented 
many artists, doctors, lawyers and other 
professional men, many whom were 
his customers from 1929 1942 when 
went into the service. returned 
the same shop and many his old 
customers and friends were delighted 
see him back. Life was good. was 
busy and there were occasional fishing 
trips, ball games and other diversions, 
and the meetings the San Francisco 
Post The American Legion, attend. 

Early 1947 the numbness Joe’s 
heel, which had gotten neither better 
nor worse, began really trouble him. 
noticed little lumps like mosquito 
bites around the numb spot, and they 
gradually spread the leg, becoming 
dark brown patches. spots started 
heel but before long, had them 
‘on other parts body, even 
ear. One the other barbers noticed 
while shaving and sometime later 
another barber asked, ‘What are those 
spots your arm? You ought see 
Joe was worried but kept put- 
ting off consulting doctor. 

Finally, October 1948, Joe went 
see Dr. Faulkner who had office 


near the barbershop. The doctor had 
him undress and when saw the spots 
his body, just shook his head sadly 
and asked how long they had been there. 
Joe told him about year. The doctor 
tested the spots with pin point. Joe 
did not feel the pin prick. Dr. Faulkner 
gave Joe note the University 
California Clinic and told him re- 
port there the next morning. 

the clinic Joe got thorough ex- 
amination. One doctor called an- 
other, and still another, and soon the 
room was full doctors, old and young, 
men and women, all talking about Joe 
but not him and again the business 
pin pricking with the same results. 
heard one the doctors use the term 
Joe recalls, “but didn’t 
have the wildest idea what was talk- 
ing about.” elderly man finally 
turned Joe and asked, “Son, you 
know what got?” Joe shook his 
head. The doctor took 
again causing pain. told Joe they 
could not treat him but there was hos- 
pital the South where could get 
treatment and then gave Joe the 
works, but gently possible. That 
same afternoon Joe was taken the iso- 
lation ward the San Francisco County 
Hospital where remained for two 
weeks. Then was transferred the 
U.S. Marine Hospital San Francisco 
and there Public Health Service doc- 
tor, who had experience treating 
Hansen’s disease Hawaii, confirmed 
the diagnosis. Two months later Joe 
was brought Carville one the 
staff the San Francisco Marine Hos- 
pital, Dr. R.P. Grimm, who had also 
served Hawaii, and who now 
member the resident medical staff 
this hospital. 

When one the nurses the San 
Francisco Marine Hospital learned that 
Joe was veteran, she suggested that 
talk someone who periodically visited 
the hospital regular intervals for the 
purpose rendering assistance vet- 
erans. few days later this represent- 
ative poked his head Joe’s door and 
gave him form, with explanations. 
The stunned Joe, not knowing what 
was all about, filled the form best 
could. Later was told that this 
form was not important and way 
would help hurt his claim for 
compensation. Perhaps did not, but 
the fact remains that Joe one the 
World War veterans, hospitalized 
Carville today, and one the 
this group whose disability, Hansen’s 
disease, not considered con- 
nected.” 

Since the mode transmission 
Hansen’s disease not definitely known, 
how can veteran prove conclusively 
that contracted the service. 


can’t. V.A. regulations read “con 
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tracted aggravated.” But for World 
War vet with establish “serv- 
ice connection” must provide evi- 
per cent more within one year 
from the date discharge 
service and ah, there’s the rub—the time 
element. 

Joe’s claim was denied because this 
“time element.” his case, the diagnosis 
was not made until was out 
the service for two years and nine 
months. But the malaise (often early 
symptom HD), evident early 
his basic training, the 
tions” Oro Bay, the numb heel, all 
these might have indicated HD, par- 
ticularly the numb heel. Moreover, any 
physician, experienced recognizing 
HD, would need only look Joe’s 
clinical photography, made the week 
entered Carville, realize that here 
was case long standing. Such 
symptoms Joe manifested not 
pear suddenly but take months, usually 
years develop. Carville medics say the 
average patient entering this hospital 
has had for four years more, and 
veterans are exception. Further, 
established scientific fact that the 
incubation period varies from 
six months twenty years, 
factor alone proves the fallibility cur- 
rent V.A. regulations pertaining 
and service connection. 

Realizing that time goes on, will 
become increasingly difficult for future 
veterans diagnosed with establish 
service connection, the present ruling 
the V.A. being challenged the.local 
American Legion Post. resolution 
submitted the Department 
iana and eight other Southern Depart- 
ments, the Post has asked that should 
mandatory the V.A. request 
written opinion from the Medical 
ficer Charge the U.S. Public Health 
Service Hospital, La., every 
veteran admitted the hospital 
how long the veteran has had the disease 
diagnosable degree, and that such 
opinion should considered bona 
fide evidence.” 


The resolution adds, “Much the 
difficulty due the failure doc- 
tors the Armed Services recognize 
ailments the veterans, while service, 
manifestations Hansen’s disease, 
and the subsequent failure civilian 
doctors whom the veteran may have 
consulted after discharge from service, 
recognize symptoms Hansen’s dis- 
ease. 

But back the story one Car- 
ville’s Joes, Joe Lino, whose case 
but example other Carville 
Joes particularly those who will un- 
doubtedly come later. the three and 
half years that Joe has been citizen 
Carville, has been exceptionally 
good citizen. active American 
Legion and Forty and Eight circles, 


civic-minded and always willing help 
the other fellow over bumpy place 
the road. Joe employed the 
Public Health Service part-time pa- 
tient worker. His the “shot 
room.” Where once Joe loaded cannon 
with ammunition that brought death 
and despair now loads hypodermic 
syringes with ammunition which brings 
life and hope. 


Like number other Carvillians, 
Joe has found romance here. 
and married another patient. was the 
second venture for both them, 
often happens when earlier marriages 
the rocks because husband wife 
coming Carville. this writing the 
beaming Joe passing out cigars cel- 
ebrate the arrival twin sons, born 
July the U.S.P.H.S. Hospital, New 
Orleans. This the second “bundle 
from heaven” for the Linos. Only last 
spring, the stork brought twin girls 
Joe and his wife. The girls are with rel- 
Texas and probably the boys 
will join them later. any event babies 
born patients are not permitted 
remain with them, long they are 
Carville. 


Joe has said that the latest arrivals 
were boys, would not write comma, 
“but this time will period.” Joe 
must support the infant quartette from 
his small salary part-time employee 
and from his small monthly pension 
which draws non-service con- 
nected veteran. Now should Joe dis- 
charged arrested case HD, and 
more than likely will because has 
responded favorably treatment and 
running negative tests regularly, his 
problem will further complicated 
when leaves the hospital. Non-service 
connected veterans receive 
only long the disease considered 
active, nothing. But even 
Joe should finally establish service con- 
nection, (he still working trying 
locate some his buddies the serv- 
ice who could provide him with valuable 
evidence) better off, but not too 
much so. World War veteran 
having his compensation discontinued 
after year from date discharge from 
this hospital. the end that time 
rated according the skin disfigure- 
ment which might involve his face, de- 
pending upon the degree such dis- 
figurement the basis 50%, 30%, 
and 10%. the degree disfigurement 
considered only slight, compensation 
ceases. consideration given the 
degree deformities and anesthesia 
extremities.

Discussing the problems confronting 
veteran World War with ar- 
rested case HD, our Medical Officer 
Charge, Dr. F.A. Johansen has said, 
“It would seem that would 
much fairer solution they would allow 
least years for total rating after 
arrest, this would seem reasonable 
period for observation any further 
complications which might arise 
arrested case. Even then there still re- 
mains occupational handicap which 
will extremely difficult overcome.” 


should pointed out that V.A. 
regulations concerning tuberculosis, con- 
sidered “sister disease,” but having far 
less stigma attached because 
wide-spread education, show that World 
War service connected cases are 
protected statutory award. They 
draw per cent for arrested for 
five years and still arrested, per 
cent for the next five years, and then 
per cent. There also year pre- 
sumptive service connected regulation 
for compared year for HD. 


These and other factors, such as, “the 
V.A. has instituted program rehab- 
ilitation for veterans afflicted with Han- 
sen’s disease, and neither has the U.S. 
Public Health Service, whose care the 
veterans with Hansen’s disease are 
placed,” are embodied second res- 
olution the local American Legion 
Post which the Post hopes will, through 
the proper channels, reach the National 
Legislative Committee The American 
Legion and other veterans’ organizations 
interested helping Carville Joes 
right their bill wrongs.

Doctor And Patient 


Mrs. Eunice Oneto 


“Why, she looks just like average 
Oakland housewife!” This comment, 
bit the astonished side, about 
summed the reaction more than 
100 student nurses Highland County 
Hospital Mrs. Eunice Oneto, when 
she was presented the class early 
June, during informal lecture 
Hansen’s disease Dr. John Horan, 
Berkeley, member the staff. 

Ex-WAG, attractive Eunice Oneto has 
and she has made bones about 
since her case was correctly diagnosed 
Dr. Horan the early spring 1951. 

Eunice one the fortunate few 
-whose life has not been uprooted 
traditional practices, indiscriminately 
applied patients. She under 
treatment, course, but otherwise life 
goes for her pretty much 
Her friends have been true friends and 
without exception all have stood by. 
Many friends Eunice and Louie 
Oneto have been dropping their 
barbecue parties this summer. The 
Oneto’s back yard one the 
most inviting spots their neighbor- 
hood. Here you will find barbecue 
pit deluxe, rustic red wood tables, 
benches, chaise lounge, metal lawn 
swing, and everything else for solid 
comfort and relaxation California style. 
There vegetable garden, too, 
which Eunice loves dig. She def- 
initely the out-of-door type, and spends 
much time with her husband fishing 
excursions their new boat. 

But Eunice always has time keep 
the campaign enlightenment 
about Hansen’s disease. She has made 
several radio and appearances, some 
alone and some with Jim Owens, Car- 
ville Alumnus and she always ready 
co-operate with Dr. Horan his talks 
about before medical groups. 

addition the student nurses, Dr. 


Horan presented Mrs. Oneto medi- 
cal conference Highland Hospital, 
large county institution, and the pres- 
entation was received favorably. 


Because her own trying experience, 
Eunice Oneto realizes the vital im- 
portance alerting physicians the 
newer concepts HD, and recogniz- 
ing its.early signs and symptoms. Before 
her diagnosis she was “medical ques- 
tion mark” for years. V.A. and Army 
doctors, many them from ’50, 
missed the diagnosis 
though apparently Eunice showed some 
signs while duty New 
Guinea back where she developed 
itch” but thought was heat. 
After her return the states that same 
year she was admitted Birmingham 
General (VA) Hospital, Van Nuys, 
Calif., for “Malaria,” but what bothered 
her most was severe dermatitis. V.A. 
doctors resorted neural surgery 
number times attempt relieve 
Mrs. Oneto her pain and intolerable 
itching. Big brass medicos the Uni- 
versity California Hospital whom 
Oakland V.A. doctors turned for help 
failed diagnose Mrs. Oneto’s case 
correctly. But young physician then 
serving his residency neurology 
the California Hospital, succeeded 
where his more eminent colleagues had 
failed. Dr. Horan had served his intern- 
ship Queen’s Hospital, Honolulu, 
during which time visited the famed 
Hansen’s disease settlement Kalau- 
papa, Molokai many times. also 
made brief visit Carville 1950. 
The story Eunice Oneto and her 
trying senseless ordeal, was related

Medical text 
books are not too informative the 
subject and, after all, they provide only 
academic knowledge. Dr. Horan’s ex- 
perience Kalaupapa stood him 
good stead. 

The Oneto case points the vital 
need give medical schools and practic- 
ing physicians, particularly doctors 
the Veterans Administration much 
more information about the diagnosis 
Hansen’s disease. the U.S. such 
information can best gained Car- 
ville. one thing read chapter 
disease, any disease, but particularly 
Hansen’s, and quite another actually 
obtain clinical experience and see the 
disease first-hand. 


About years ago was suggested 
the Medical Advisory Board the 
American Legion that group key 
doctors (dermatologists 
gists) from the V.A., one two 
time come Carville for stay sever- 
weeks secure first-hand informa- 
tion. Medical missionaries route 
foreign fields frequently come here 
study, and doubt the U.S. Public 
Health Service would extend the V.A. 

The 
experience, with varations, old 
story THE STAR. Almost without 
exception every veteran entering this 
hospital has had similar experience, 
but few have had the good fortune 
find Dr. Horan.

Hansen’s disease was removed 
from the list reportable diseases 
the Communicable Disease Regulations 
Indiana because the disease cov- 
ered statute and regulations were 
adopted the Board Health where 
the same provided for statutes.

1912, after the death pa- 
tient Indianapolis, the house 
which she and her daughter and grand- 
daughter had lived was burned the 
ground, was believed that this was 
the best way protecting the public 
from infection.” Neither the daughter 
granddaughter ever contracted HD. 

1916, after contractor, who had 
worked the Canal Zone, was diag- 
nosed Indianapolis having HD, 
mob badly frightened townspeople 
gathered prevent him from being re- 
turned his home Fort Branch, 
Indiana where lived with his wife 
and daughter. The alarmed townspeople 
were finally quieted the strategy 
Dr. John Hurty, then the State Health 
Officer, who told them that “research 
had proved that leprosy was carried 
but one way—by the bite bed bug.”

This case significant because was 
the reason for Dr. Hurty himself

bills. The serio-comic aspects this 
case are far too many detailed here 
but should mentioned that the 
patient died 1918 during 
fluenza epidemic.

1940 the 95, and late 1945 
the daughter was still living the same 
house. Neither mother nor daughter 
contracted Hansen’s disease.

institutions are but the extended 
shadows the men whose minds they 
were conceived, then the shadow one 
man falls more definitely across Carville, 
and other institutions around the world 
dedicated the fight against Hansen’s 
disease, than does that any other. 
That man William Danner. was 
not only the organizer and first general 
secretary the American (HD) Mis- 
sions, Inc., but also led the movement 
that resulted the establishment 
the U.S. Public Health Service 
National Hansenarium Carville. 

The late Dr. McCoy the 
Public Health Service paying tribute 
Mr. Danner said, “It was his efforts 
that finally resulted the establish- 
ment the Federal Hansenarium. 
There are not many people who remem- 
ber how hopeless the project looked 
when Mr. Danner first began work 
it. well remember how Senator Smoot, 
power the legislature those days, 
about 1916, pointed out that Hansen’s 
disease was essentially problem for 
each individual state. After Mr. Danner 
had worked the legislation through, 
then came the delays connection with 
the selection site, and was due 
Mr. Danner’s efforts more than any 
one thing that Carville was chosen.” 

Today “Uncle Will” Danner still 
living Washington, D.C. Being ninety 
years old limits his activity but has not 
diminished his interest the great 
fight gave such able leader- 
ship. Many his friends believe that 
some permanent recognition his work 
should erected while still living 
tribute rather than memorial 
what accomplished.

Hansen’s disease far 
from being the only ailment which 
books speak the manner authority— 
regarding Egyptian 
cords the Sanskrit, and the Chinese 
writings the Ming Dynasty! Hansen’s 
disease, however, serves excellent 
example the way which statements 
are copied from one author another 
men who neither read the original 
texts, nor bother consult careful 
translation. 

One picks book after book 
which one reads the statement, 
was described the Ebers Papyrus.” 
How did this statement originate? 
one had been able translate the 
Egyptian hieroglyphics until the Roset- 
Stone was discovered, which has the 
same inscription Greek and the 
two types hieroglyphics which were 
most used. comparison the Greek, 
which could read without difficulty, 
made possible identify small 
number Egyptian words. few other 
fragments have been discovered which 
extend the number 
that can identified directly. From 
this unpromising start, one word after 
another could guessed when they 
appeared inscription containing 
words that were already known. 

The Ebers Papyrus, which has been 
assigned the time Rameses II, 
unusually difficult thing translate. 
book giving the names ailments 
and advice treatments, with hardly 
any description any disease. The 
names the ailments appear very rarely 
not all other hieroglyphics 
1500 B.C. 

The first scholar who attempted 
show what the Papyrus was like was 
Joachim. His translation into German, 
“Papyros (G. Reimer, Berlin, 
1890) contains question mark both 
the index and the text, when the 
word “lepra” used. The prescription 
given for apply mixture 
onion and sea-salt boiled urine. 
foot-note states that the translation 
the hieroglyphic “lepra” was 
conjecture Sterns ((Ludwig Stern 
was student the Coptic language, 
used Egypt 2,000 years later than the 
Ebers Papyrus.) 

The next step was the translation into 
English “The Papyrus Ebers, Trans- 
lated from the German Joachim,” 
Cyril Bryan, (D. Appleton Com- 
pany, New York, 1931). This transla- 
tion does not have the question marks 
point out the large amount pure 
guesswork involved interpreting the 
Papyrus. place the question marks, 
Bryan has longer introductory section 


which explains the difficulty 
translating any Egyptian hieroglyphics, 
and the much greater difficulty trans- 
lating book giving the names ail- 
ments and recipes for their treatment. 
Bryan states very frankly that the value 
the book should not thought 
terms accuracy the identification 
any disease, but rather that the pur- 
pose the translation was give 
vague notion the state 
primitive medicine about 1500 B.C. 
Bryan’s book third-hand information 
the sense that English trans- 
lation German translation very 
difficult Egyptian Papyrus. But even 
person who consulted this third-hand 
source would have been warned the 
extremely limited validity the iden- 
tification almost all the ailments 
mentioned. 

Unfortunately, during the past twenty 
years, writers have copied each other, 
and have not even gone back the 
third-hand source. result, men who 
speak with caution and scientific skep- 
ticism about work that they have done 
their own laboratory will speak 
with pompous authority about Egyptian 
hieroglyphics!

time trace the origins, and trans- 
lations translations, with reference 
the Sanskrit, the Chinese the 
Ming Dynasty, other favorites the 
form Quack Scholarship. far 
Hansen’s disease concerned, one 
should remember that very few phy- 
sicians the present day the United 
States can recognize it. This should 
added reason for doubt its 
identification with disease mentioned 
manuscript more than 3,000 years 
ago!

Louisiana’s Governor Robert Kennon 
hes signed into law Senate Bill 79. Un- 
der this Act now legally possible 
for the State provide small monthly 
for those residents Louis- 
iana who are patients this hospital 
and who have means income. 

There are approximately seventy 
people here who were residents the 
State prior becoming patients this 
Public Health Service Hospital, 
but estimated that probably not 
more than one-third will eligible. 

Miss Sarah Ahearne, Chief 
Social Service the hospital, will act 
liaison between those Louisiana patients 
applying for this assistance 
State Department Public Welfare. 
will take little time for the Welfare 
Department work out the precedures 
for handling applications but when all 
set and the group patients effected 
their small monthly 
checks feel sure will hear many 
joyful expressions gratitude. dis- 
cussing the matter one handicapped 
woman was heard say, “It will 
simply wonderful have bit spend- 
ing money again.” 

Miss Ahearne and Dr. Johansen, 
our Medical Officer charge, worked 
closely with the State Department 
Public Welfare secure enactment 
the necessary legislation enable Louis- 
iana, through its Department Public 
Welfare, obtain federal matching 
funds help the aged, blind 
manently disabled persons who are pa- 
tients public medical institutions 
other than institutions for mental dis- 
eases and tuberculosis (as provided 
Public Law 734—Social Security Act 
Amendments 1950).

Koreans Pen Thanks Army 
Chaplains For Gift Sulfone Drugs 


Twenty thousand tablets one the 
sulfone drugs, sent the Sorokto Han- 
senarium Korea, brought letters 
gratitude The Infantry Center Chap- 
lains’ Office Fort Benning, Ga., ac- 
cording recent issue the Army 
Navy Air Force Register. 

The sulfone tabs were donated the 
Sorokto hospital the Fort Benning 
Catholic and Protestant chaplain’s fund. 


Request for the drugs came from Dr. 
ative who administers Sorokto Hospital, 
Lt. Col. Morrison The In- 
fantry School’s Staff department. Col. 
Morrison, who worked with Dr. Smith 
when (Col. Morrison) was advisor 
the governor Chollanamdo prov- 
ince Korea, turned the Chaplains’ 
section for help. 

The tablets were sent Korea last 
December. Among those who have 
written express their gratitude for the 
drug were Dr. Sung Tae Kim, acting 
director the Hansenarium who said. 
shall not hesitate tell the patients 
the gift and the part which both 
the Catholic and Protestant churches 
have played raising the money.” Dr. 
Smith wrote: would like add that 
the sentiments which Dr. Sung has ex- 
pressed are felt not only those for 
whom speaks, but also all others 
here.” 


SOUTH KOREA 


Sorokto (Little Deer Island) one 
four permanent Hansenaria South

with about 1,100; Airak Won (also 
known the Fletcher Colony) 
near Taegu, with 1,000; and Sangai 
Won, near Pusan, with about 800. 

The Korean Anti-HD Association, 
operating under extremely difficult 
circumstances, was successful between 


and 1919 establishing number 
temporary agricultural institutions. 
These, supported Protestant and 
Catholic Missions, with some assistance 
from the government, are Sunke Won, 
near Pupyung, with 500 patients; St. 
Lazaro, near Shihung, 160; Aichung 
Won, near with 100; Aikaeng 
Won, near Taejon, 400; Aisaing Won, 
near Taegu, Kyungju, 80; Wai- 
guan, 100; Korgung, 100; Pakai Won, 
near Pusan, 900; Milyang, 100; Chinju, 
150; Haman, 100; Sasaing Won, near 
Chonju, 990: Guangju, with 250. There 
are also two preventoria, supported 
the government and Protestant Missions. 


Dr. Wilson, now Richmond, 
Va., veteran medical missionary who 
spent years Korea, Advisor 
for the U.S. Army, thinks 
serious health problem for our Army.
